French aims since 1870 have been
equally clear. The simplicity of the
Alsace-Lorraine “problem” has long been
refreshingly in contrast to the plethora
of continental tangles, of which new de-
velopments are continually manifested.
On the restoration of the stolen provinees
to the republic, American sentiment «is
absolutely united. The further expan-
sior. of France to the Rhine raises doubts
in the hearts of “self-determinists,” but
at least the subject is one whose geo-
graphie and ethnic factors may ge fairly
casily grazped.

In tHeir appeal to outsiders “Greater
Italy's™ wims are altogether of another
complexion, American; passionately de-
sirous that iniquities shall not stain the
peace settlement have regarded the ex-
pansionist attitude of Rome with suspi-
cion. This feeling has been stimulated
by the evidences of division in Italian
opinion, lately exemplified in the pro-
tests of Signor Bissolati. It isx known,
moreover, that Italy was a party to the
secret pact of London in which she was
promised very material additions to her
realm.

NEW TELEPHONE RATES

NTIL telephone charges can be graded

In a marner that will permit all sub-
seribers 1o pay 4 rate fixed exactly by the
length of each “call” and based upon the
distance actually coversd, this form of
wire communiciation will be imperfect In
the eves of those who have become most
necustomed to it. The same thing may
be sald of troliey serviee,

U'nder the now toll system now belng
Aevised, the cost of many short “ealls” will
be Increased, Yet it is apparent that the
telephone men are merely attempting to
apply In o general way a theory of rate
equalization that ultimately may be applied
within the limits of cities when the sorv.
lee has been further perfected, Thus the
computed mileage rate which will apply
to longdistance conversatlons 15 based
upon a right principle. For the present,
In working out a revised acheme of tolls,
It has been found necessary to begin with
the flat five-cent charge Imposed within the
geographicnl lines of citles.

In the future n eall weross a zone lne,
though it be to 4 point less than a mile
